This is Bryan Pesta at Cleveland State University. I’m writing regarding a DAR I have (Trajectories of Complex 
Phenotypes Study, phs000607; Data Access Request #73948-1 for Project 19747) for restricted access data. A 
professor at Maynooth University recently contacted me regarding a paper (Lasker et al. 2019) my lab published 
using these data.
